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REPLY TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 



In reply to the outstanding Restriction Requirement, mailed September 10, 2001, in 
connection with the above application, Applicants hereby provisionally elect with traverse Group 
I, Claims 1 and 3-23, drawn to a method for inhibiting paracrine and/or autocrine signals 
utilizing a compound of formula la, which Applicants believe to refer to the left structure 
depicted in Claim 3. 

Applicants elect this invention with traverse, because Groups EQ and V are directed to 
subject matter related to Group I and all three groups utilize compounds of formula la. In 
addition, Groups I and IQ have all but one claim in common and Group V encompasses only two 
claims. Applicants therefore believe that Groups I, III and V could be examined simultaneously 
without significant additional burden to the Examiner. Applicants respectfully request that the 
present restriction requirement be withdrawn and all claims be examined inclusively. 
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In response to the requirement that Applicants elect a single disclosed species, Applicants 
elect with traverse and for search purposes only the species of cyclopamine, as described by the 
following structure: 




Applicants elect this species with traverse, because this structure is not representative of all 
compounds encompassed by Formula I.
